| The house fly has a world wide 
destribution living in close associa 
tion with man. As soon as the wea 
; ther gets mild the female begins 
}to lay large numbers of eggs; and 
jher favourite site for depositing 
| these 


eggs are accumulations of 
| fermenting Vegetable matter, fresh 
horse manure, pig manure, and 


human waste 
The eggs soon hatch out and the 
familiar maggots appear feeding 
Vigourously on this waste matte: 
and whe i fully grown, they burrow 
into the soil and pupate. In 4 few 
days the adult fly emerges. The 
entire life cxcle from egg to adit 
may take lers than seven 
|when conditions are favourable 
The life of an adult fly may be 
as long as six weeks and so one 
adult female fly may lay sufficient 
eggs to produce a million offspring 
‘The danger arising from this 
insect are due to his promiscuous 
feeding habits. After busily feed 
ing on manure piles, or the con- 
tents of garbage cans, or’ pit toil- 
ets or neglected nuisance grounds; 
he may then decide to visit your 
home or local food store and he 
will sample any food which has 
been left conveniently exposed 
Do flies spread disease? YES 
The most notable being Typhoid 
and Para-Typhoid, Dysentry, Epi- 
demic Diarrhoea, and possibly 
Choléra, Tuberculosis, Eye Infec 
tions, and Poliomyelitis 
How do they convey these dis- 
eases to man? 
They vomit

everything on which they alight; 
in addition, when feeding on solid 
material, they attempt to soften it 
by means of vomit and saliva 

The excreta of flies may also be 
dangerous 


Flies also carry particles of 
manure and disease organisms on 


their hairy bodies and legs 

Can anything be done to prevent 
outbreaks of fly-borne disease’ 
Yes 

The following recommendations 
will reduce the possiblity of such 
outbreaks 

1. Elimination of fly 
grounds. In Towns and Villages 
where there are water and sewer 
services available pit and pail 
toilets should be done away with 
as soon as possible. The people in 
the country who have no alterna- 
tive but to uke pit toilets should
